TETs weapon 
may readily be converted from caliber .45 to 9MM by 
substituting a 9MM bolt, barrel, magazine adaptor and 
9MM magazine. 

The M3 is often mistaken for the improved M3A1 and 
vice versa. In this picture the identifying point is 
the short bolt cover assembly with a continuous lip. 

Notice that the instructor is firing the weapon 
left handed.
